with loot estimated at about $6,000. 


Two of the men taken by the bandits as hostages were 


released at the city limits while the third was turned loose 
four miles northwest of town. 
Dropped at the city limits 


were Elmo Shuey, 28, bank clerk, and Dr. J..P. Gilligan of 
Nebraska City, both of whom had been forced to stand on 
the running board during the trip through town as a living 
shield for the bandits in case of an attack. The man carried 
into the country was William G. Eisenmann, 45, assistant 
cashier of the bank. 


Authorities in all nearby towns were notified. Shortly 


before 2 o'clock the bandit car was reported seen to stop at 
a road sign near Union and then to continue west in the di- 
rection of Lincoln. A later report said the car was sighted at 
Eagie, heading for the O street entrance to Lincoln.

told the U. S. senate's racket 
inquiry today intimidation 01 
witnesses has been an almost 
insurmountable obstacle in 
prosecuting gangsters. 


"Fear of witnesses causes most of 
the failures to convict gangsters and 
major felons," Johnson said. "It was 
about impossible to get anyone to 
testify against Capone." 
"There were 700 murders In Chi- 


cago • from 1921 to 1932. mostly 
atrocious killings by gangsters 
of 


victims who never had a chance. 
Some of them were prospective wit- 
nesses in criminal cases. 
"That's the answer to fear of wit- 
nesses." 


Mayor Edward J. Kelly told the 


hearing organized crime in Chicago 
had been largely ended by united 
action of federal and local author- 
ities. 
"We have no more hoodlums 


walking the streets with seven or 
eight bodyguards or riding in arm- 
ored automobiles,'• Kelly said. "Conr 
slant work by the state's attorney, 
city, police and federal authorities 
has been the cause." 


Favors 10 to Z Verdict. 
Johnson said he believed a verdict 


of 10 to 2, instead of unanimous, 
should be sufficient to convict in 
criminal cases. He said a mobile fed- 
eral police force available to call at 
any place in the country would be 
of great value in providing technical 
aid to local police. 
He said racketeering was largely a 


local crime, carefully organized so 
as to preclude any crossing of state 
lines, and therefore seldom subject 
to federal prosecution. 
John J. Factor told the committee 
that only the federal government, 
can halt kidnaping. 
Factor spoke from experience. He

Millions in new capital today were 
a\ailable to help thousands of state 
banks join the federal deposit in- 
surance system which becomes ef- 
fective in 1934 
These non-members of the federal 


reserve system—numbering over 8,- 
000—were urged by President Roose- 
velt to apply for admission to the 
deposit insurance iund. 


To aid them in meeting require- 


ments, Mr 
Roosevelt established 


yesterday within the reconstruction 
corporation a special division for 
"bank co-operation in recovery" to 
make recommendations 
"for pur- 


chase by RFC of preferred stock" 
He named Harvey couch, RFC di- 
rector, to head the division. 


'•We hope," the president said in 
a statement to his financial aides, 
"that all banks will take advantage 
of this opportunity to put them- 
selves in an easy cash position to 
help in the work of recovery, x x x 
"We want them to be able to do 
their part and if they fnd use for 
more capital to do their part well 
and comfortably, we should 
do 


everything humanly possible to see 
that they get it. In other words, de- 
posit insurances gives us the op- 
portunity not only to protect de- 
positors but to make more service- 
able our whole banking system."

To prevent unfair competition against 
local merchants, the use of the socalled 
"loss leader" is hereby declared to be an 
unfair trade practice These ' Joss leaders" 
are articles often sold below cost to the 
merchant for the purpose of attracting 
trade. This practice results, of course, 
either in efforts by the merchant to make 
up the loss by charging more than a rea- 
sonable profit for other articles, or else 
in driving the small merchant with mo* 
capital out of legitimate business. It work* 
back against the producer of raw material* 
on farms and in industry and against tt* 
labor so employed. 
Thi* 
declaration 
against the m* of 
"to** leaders" by the storekeeper do** 
not prohibit him from selling an article 
without any profit to himself. But the 
selling price of article*) to the eonramer 
should include an allowance for actual 
wages of store labor, to be fixed and pub- 
lished from time to time by the trade au- 
thority hereinafter established. 
Such an allowance for labor need not 
be included in the wiling price of any ar- 
ticle of food, or be applied by storekeep- 
ers doing business only in communities 
of less than 2,500 population which are 
not part of a larger trade area. Provided,

Former Governor Tells 


Of Situation in Agri- 


cultural States. 


NORTH PLATTE, Neb., Oct. 24— 


(AP)—Without replying to a re- 
quest that he withdraw his resig- 
nation as chairman of the Nebraska 
NRA board, Keith Neville Monday 
night sent a letter to Hugh S. John- 
son, federal recovery administrator, 
explaining he had no desire to em- 
barrass President Roosevelt in his 
recovery program. 


The former governor added that 
he is not in sympathy with the 
farm strike and that it will add to 
the economic distress in Nebraska 
and other agricultural states. He 
urged immediate approval of Ne- 
braska public works projects already 
given technical approval, and said 
they will give the only relief to be 
hoped for in this state. 


Letter of Neville. 


•The letter: 
"I have no desire to embarrass or ob- 
struct President Roosevelt's 
efforts 
to 
point out and map the road to recovery 
His efforts should command the admira- 
tion of everyone. 
His pledge 
to 
last 
night's address that » way will be found 
°.,,rj^e th* prlce of farjn commodities 
will firing hope and encouragement to Ne- 
braska and other agricultural states. My 
concern is that the extent of agricul- 
ture's plight and the necessity for finding 
that way at once will not be fully realized 
in Washington. 
"I regret and deplore the proposed farm 
smite, which is the Inspiration of desper- 
ate and discouraged men. It will increase 
economic distress iti Nebraska and other 
agricultural states. 
Its effects will fail 
most harshly upon th* neighbors of those 
who participate Jn it and the communi- 
ties in which they live. It wijl not in my 
opinion be helpful la solving agriculture's 
problem. 
It is the result or failure to 
bring agricultural states th* benefit* that 
have been brought through recovery agen- 
cies to other sections. 
"It should be kept in mind that the agri- 
cultural states are detached from the in- 
dustrial states, that the benefits that NRA 
has brought to the Industrial states of the 
east has not been experienced Jn the agri- 
cultural states of the middle west, that 
th» efiect of NRA in the middle west has 
been to Increase costs of operating farm 
and business without a corresponding in- 
crease in purchasing power. Effective De- 
cember first, the price of crude oil will be 
pegged at $1 11 per barrel and of gasoline 
at 614 cents per gallon at the refineries. 
This pegging will greatly benefit oil pro- 
ducing states, but It will add to the cost 
of operation of farms and business In the 
agricultural states. 


"In agricultural states such as Nebraska 
the only immediate relief to be hoped for 
must come from the public works adminis- 
tration. 
Nee* Public Work). 


"In bis address of Sunday night, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said: 'Washington has the 
money and is waiting for the proper pro- 
Jecu to which to allow it/ If the public 
works administration would approve at 
once all Nebraska projects that have been 
favorably reported by the engineering, th* 
legal and the financial departments of 
that agency, it would put thousands of 
men to work and would help to bridge over 
the period 
until president 
Roosevelt's 
pledge that a war will be found to raise 
the price of farm commodities can b« re- 
alized. 
"The retailer's code, signed by the presi- 
dent this morning, exempts from the pro- 
visions of the NRA all business in towns 
of 3.500 or less employing less than flv« 
persons. This will be helpful but it does 
not go far enough. There is no difference 
in the situation of the small merchant in 
towns of 2,500, in cities of 5,000 or In 
cities of 50,000. 
"In my opinion all businesses in agri- 
cultural states, which employ less than 
10 perrons should be exempt from the pro- 
visions of the NRA. if great number? of 
business failures are to be avoided.

make this recommendation in view of the 
fact that the NRA has Increased materially 
the cost of operating farms and businesses 
in Nebraska and in Tlew of the f*et that 
there is no immediate prospect of materi- 
ally increasing the buying power. 
"I realize that the public works Sid- 


ministration has no connection with the 
NRA. but since the situation in Nebraska 
can only be relieved by the fullest measure 
of co-ordination and co-operation between 
all recovery agencies, I earnestly urge that 
ail Nebraska projects which have success- 
fully passed the preliminary examinations 
by agencies of the public works adminis- 
tration be approved at the earliest possible 
moment."

premier raised his arms in violent 
gestures as he denounced Blum, who 
appeared to take tragically the sup- 
posed end of his power seen in the 
socialist split on the vote.

state bank notes in Nebraska are 
still in existence, but are worthless. 


Practhally all the banks which 


were doing business here in the '50s 
and early '60s are no longer In 
existence. The "money" was origin- 
ally issued under authority of the 
territorial legislature, but usually 
circulated at a discount. When the 
national banking law was enacted 
during the Civil war, it put the 
kibosh on all state bank currency.

HEARS FACTOR'S 


KIDNAP STORY 
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was a kidnap victim several months 
ago. and his 18 year old son was 
kidnaped only a few weeks before 
that. 
"The kidnapers aren't afraid of 


the city police," Factor said, "be- 
cause they've gotten away with too 
much on them before." 
Factor 
answered all questions 


asked of him by Senators Royal S. 
Copeland of New York and 
Louis 


Murphy of Iowa. 
"When certain negotiations were 


under way for my release," he said, 
"I asked the kidnapers to write a 
letter to my wife. 
"They refused point blank to have 


anything to do with the mail. They 
know the federal government never 
lets up." Paid Out S100.000. 


Factor, who became an interna- 


tional financier after starting as a 
Chicago barber, reportedly 
paid 


more than $100,000 for release of his 
son and himself. 


Factor furnished a dramatic ac- 


count of his period of captivity. He 
declared the kidnapers preyed upon 
his fear and on occasions treated 
him brutally. 


"One night they brought out a 


blow torch and threatened to burn 
my feet," he continued. 
"Some- 


times they would hit me when they 
thought I was not telling the truth 
in answer to their questions_." 


Factor said one of tne kidnapers 


—"I always call him my friend"— 
had interceded for him when the 
others were brutal. 
Senator Murphy voiced agree- 


ment with Factor's belief of the 
federal government being the best 
agency to fight 
kidnapers. But 


added that its resources were too 
limited to work on every case. 


"Oh, sure," Factor replied, "but 


they ought to co-operate to the full- 
est "extent. That's the only way to 
beat them." 
Blames Technicalities. 


Steve Sumner, nead of the Chi- 
cago Milk Wagon Drivers' union 
and also experienced in dealing with 
kidnapers, told the hearing techni- 
calities in the law were responsible 
for racketeering and crime. Sumner 
said he paid $50.000 ransom for a 
union official who had been kid- 
naped by gangsters seeking to eain 
control of the union and its $1,000,- 
000 treasury, 


"Those birds on the

year-old Sumner said in

pitched voice, "let too many crim- 
inals get away because of techni- 
calities." 


He left with a promise to the sen.

He was the donor of a state plot 
near Table Rock consisting of 40 
acres which is said to be one of 
the best scenic parks in the state. 
He held the position of superin- 
tendent of the Nebraska City dis- 
trict of Methodist church ror a time 
and was also a missionary to Porto 
Rico for four years.

SAYS NEBRASKA

Metcalfe Tells of Condi- 


tions Among People 


Of State. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 — (,Y) — 


Richard L. Mctcalfe, in charge of 
NRA organization in Nebraska, told 
newspapermen today the people of 
his state are behind the recovery 
administration despite 
"misinter_ 


pretation of sentiment," as a result 
of the threatened resignation of 
Keith Neville, chairman of the Ne- 
braska recovery board. 
Many farmers, resentful of low 


agricultural prices, Metcalfe said, 
showed disinclination to sign con- 
sumers' pledge cards because they 
blamed 
the 
NRA for increased 
prices on products they had to buy. 
He predicted that with a rise in 
farm commodity prices, that resent- 
ment would disappear. 


Meanwhile, he said, his prelimi- 
nary reports showed that wages in 
the state already have b~een in- 
creased by more than eight million 
dollars annually by the NRA. 


"Neville is a good man," he said, 
"and I have no doubt he had his 
reasons for resigning. I don't know 
what they were but I hope he will 
reconsider. 
However, there are a 


thousand men who could be put in 
his place and the NRA will succeed 
in Nebraska." 


Metcalfe said the exemption of 
employers of five or less 
persons 


from provisions of the retail code 
would have a helpful effect in small 
communties of the midwest. 


"I wish the president had made it 


10," he said, "but five is good." 
Interested In Silver. 


Metcalfe expressed hope the pres- 


ident would do something for silver 
as he did for gold, pointing out the 
close relationship 
between silver 


prices and prices of farm commodi- 
ties. 


"Why, 
you can't say a kind word 


for silver that doesnt help the 
farmers," he commented. 
He said he believed one weakness 


of the NRA organization in Nebras- 
ka was the failure to knit all units 
into one compact organization. In 
Nebraska, he said there were nine 
able men on the state recovery 
board, "with nothing for them to 
do."

FUEL FOR FLAMES. 


O 


NE of the arguments seized upon by those inter- 


ested in the farm holiday movement, reports 


drifting into Lincoln indicate, is that wheat allot- 
ment checks, promised to be in 
the hands of the 


farmers by September 15, have not been received. It 
Is claimed by those making use of that statement 
that the wheat growers of Oregon, Washington, and 
four counties in Kansas have received the payment 
promised them by the government under the Wal- 
lace crop reduction program. As to the accuracy 
bf this information, the Star is not in a position 
(Jither to affirm or deny it. 


At the best, it is a matter of detail. No farmer 


doubts that his government will keep its contract 
With him, and while there would be temporary incon- 
ffenience in the event that the wheat grower had 
Inade definite plans with reference to the money, 
Ultimately it will be forthcoming, and will be paid 
In full. The government of the United States does 
Hot repudiate its obligations.. If there has been de- 
lay, it is because of the enormity of the task con- 
fronting workers on the staffs in Washington. A 
country as large, as thickly populated, as diverse in 
Its interests—coupled with a program as far reach- 
Ing in its scope as the administration's plans are, in- 
jrolve routine labors beyond the imagination of the 
fcverage individual, engrossed as he is at this time 
Iwith his own troubles. 


In the hope of directing attention to a situation 


frrhich is reputed to be employed by farm holiday or- 
ganizers, the Star has forwarded to Washington the 
Information that the claim is being made that wheat 
allotment checks have not been received at the time 
they were promised. To this, it has added a plea 
that consideration be given to the subject of farm 
land appraisals which furnish the basis for refinan- 
fcing of the loans which constitute the burden of in- 
debtedness bearing down at this time to produce a 
Btate of uncertainty between debtor and creditor, and 
fto nullify in a large measure other factors which 
frirould go to stimulate purchasing power. For the 
debtor, although he may find a temporary harbor 
tinder the moratorium, is faced with too much un- 
jtcrtainty as to his ultimate fate, to spend as freely 
fcs he would if he possessed the knowledge that his 
debt had been refinanced at a low interest rate and 
he were free to make his plans for the next five 
years. And the creditor, filled with uncertainty as 
to the ultimate outcome of his indebtedness, like- 
fcrise is not in a frame of mind to supply that punch 
to a buying campaign which is a vital part of the 
gallant effort which President Roosevelt is making 
to overcome the tides of depression. 


It is urgent that appraisal values shall be as gen- 


trous, aa high as common sense and as economic 
Wisdom will permit. Present day conditions cannot 
IHS the sole measure, unless it is conceded that what 
prevails now will continue indefinitely throughout the 
next four or five years.

Once again, it should be remembered that in the

united support to the end that success will follow. 
Obstruction which has nothing else in mind will not 
help.

WHAT JONES SAID.

HE fr.ct that next Friday has been designated 


Navy day doesn't mean a great deal to people In 


this part of the country where comparatively few 
have ever seen a naval vessel. It may, however re- 
call to mind one of the most famous naval battles 
in the history of this country and the words used on 
that occasion by Capt. John Paul Jones, who is fre- 
quently referred to as the "father of the American 
navy." 


It was on Sept. 23, 1779, that Jones in his flag- 


ship Bonhomme Richard, encountered the 
British 


Serapis in the North sea within sight of the Eng- 
lish coast. The battle did not begin until an hour 
after sunset and continued for three and a half 
hours with no light but that afforded by the moon. 
During a lull in the fighting the British commander 
hailed Jones and asked if he surrendered. It was 
the reply of the latter to this query that had almost 
as much to do with making him famous as did the 
great victory which he won. It was: 


"I have not yet begun to fight." 
Some time later the Serapis surrendered, while the 


Bonhomme Richard was so badly damaged that it 
sank at sea the next day. Jones had in the mean- 
time transferred his flag and crew to the captured 
ship. 


The answer of the great captain seems peculiarly 


apt at this time when the spirit of defeatism has 
taken possession of what is happily a small minority 
of the people of the country. To these faint hearted 
ones, the great commander in the White House has 
said in effect: 


"I have not yet begun to fight." 
And he bids his countrymen to have faith and 


courage, assuring them that the battle will be fought 
;o a finish and that victory is certain to crown their 
efforts. 
John Paul Jones gave to his country a 


splendid victory, but he gave it more than that. He 
inspired men to never say die; to fight on and on 
and on. That is the spirit of Roosevelt, it is the 
spirit of America, and while it prevails there can be 
no such thing as defeat. 


PETER VAN FLEET. 


OETER VAN FLEET, whose death occurred late 
f 
Monday evening, was a remarkable 
Nebraska 


jioneer. 


He came to Nebraska three years in advance of 


he admission of the territory to statehood, when 
ess than 100,000 people lived here. He was a boy 
of seventeen then, filling the double role of school 
eacher and circuit rider, and In the latter minister- 
ing to the spiritual needs while training the young 
along educational lines. 


It was his rare experience 
to witness 
Nebraska 


grow from a territory of approximately 65,000 peo- 
ple in 1864 to 1,300,000 in 1933. There was this pe- 
culiarity in Nebraska development. Throughout the 
run of years, there has been nothing of a mushroom 
character in it. The ghost towns of mining sections 
never served to augment population growth here. 
Cities did not spring up overnight and towns did not 
move forward by leaps and bounds.. Where soil con- 
stituted the sole resource, where people had to look 
o it "or their livelihood, where growing seasons last 
:>o long, and no longer, development naturally was 
well spaced, consistent, and steady. 


Those physical facts found reflection in Nebraska 


hought to produce a distinctivex type within the 
state. If there is independent thinking here, and If 
;hat quality has characterized thought in Nebraska, 
;he circumstances of living in a strictly rural atmos- 
phere account for it. Dr. Van Fleet lived gloriously 
adventuresome days and performed a very necessary 
and a very important service. Throughout his life, 


was forward looking and forward thinking. He 


ived. a rich life to a ripe old age, marked by kind- 
ness and consideration, and by charitable and phil- 
anthropic instincts. He lived a good life. 


GANG PRACTICES. 


AN IMPENETRABLE secrecy characterizes gang- 


land whenever the government undertakes to 


inquire into its affairs.. In Chicago, a coroner's jury 
of prominent citizens investigating the shooting of 
the gang chief. Gus Winkler, had to be content with 
a complete lack of information on the part of those 
brought before it. 


The explanation may be found in gangland meth- 


ods and practices. Any witness who values his skin 
better had remain silent. The great difficulty which 
law has had to deal with has been the force of in- 
timidation exercised by criminal gangs. Once in the 
organization, there is no retreat. Winkler in the 
last months of his life realized It.. He wanted des- 
perately to get out, so it is said, but there was no 
backing away, unless he wanted a dose of hot lead. 
He had been involved too closely with gang opera- 
tions to walk around loose, with the possibility that 
a softening conscience might untangle his tongue. 


Winkler's death was planned and executed by an 


organized gang. The facts surrounding it must be 
known to a band of men. but the task of uncover- 
ing the evidence is a great one. notwithstanding the 
tottering structure of gangland. 


If anything is to be read into the report that 


Winkler's wife was found in & gas-filled room, aside 
from the possibility that it was accidental, there is 
the reminder that gangland fears her, too. The 
wives of these gang leaders face a deadly peril, due 
to the inexorable rule of the 
underworld that all 


avenues through which information might pass must 
be closed.

be repudiated and individual

The actual re- 
sults demonstrate their utter inef- 
fectiveness, but so long as a judic- 
i9us admixture of stimulants arti- 
ficially exhilarates the patient he or 
she proclaims the virtues of that 
particular nostrum. There is a big 
gap between what the well trained 
doctor knows and what the aver- 
age invalid practices.

ought to be attained outside the 
lospital. for there is no reason why 
he methods which have made hos- 
pital treatment safe should not be 
imployed in making treatment in 
he home safe. 
This means that diabetics and 
potential diabetics (by potential 
diabetics I mean those who have 
he disease but do not recognize the 
nature or importance of the symp- 
toms, or who are afraid to seek 
medical advice for fear of hearing 
bad news), must understand the 
nature of the disease and the logic 
if the modern method of its treat- 
ment. 
Diabetes may attack people of all 
ages. It is not, as many people 
think, a kidney disease, but a dis- 
ase of the starch-utilizing func- 
ions of the body. We are machines. 
and like all other machines we need 
nergy to keep running. Like other 


not burn anything because we do 
not get heated up. But we do. We 
maintain a body heat of 98% de- 
grees Fahrenheit, which is a long 
way above freezing. 


Our fuel is food. We burn it in 
the body just as an automobile 
burns gasoline, or an engine coal, 
and in the same way—by union 
with oxygen in the air. Our com- 
bustion is slower, more even than 
an automobile's or a steam engine's, 
and more continuous, but essentially 
it is just the same. The power re- 
leased by this chemical process of 
oxygenatton is converted into mus- 
cular energy. When you move your 
arm you are releasing the energy 
formed by the oxygenation of food. 


All foods are burned in the body 
to form energy. But the bulk comes 
from the carbohydrates. We eat 
nearly twice as much carbohydrate 
as all the other foods. Carbohy- 
drates are starches and sugars. 
Vegetables and fruits are mostly 
carbohydrate. 
Bread, milk, 
table 
sugar, honey, molasses, crackers, 
etc.. are other sources of carbohy- 
drate fuel. 


All starches and 
sugars are 
turned into a very simple sugar, 
glucose, in the body, and all carbo- 
hydrate energy comes from burning 
this glucose. In converting the more 
complex carbohydrates into glucose, 
the digestive juices and the liver 
are active. 
Glucose is brought to the mus- 
cles when needed, and ttiese unite 
with oxygen to release energy. But. 
just as gasoline and oxygen "in the 
carburetor of your automobile need 
a spark to make them unite, some 
such spark is needed in the muscle. 
That spark is the secretion thrown 
into the blood stream by certain 
cells an the pancreas. 
This secretion is called insulin, 
in which a diabetic
